But the fanatical and rapa-
cious abolition elements of the country, whioh
through Congress and the Cabinet bave con.
trolled the councils, advised the measures and
dictated the policy of the administration, are
the mulign influences which have most lament-
ably damaged its roputation and its prospecta.

What, then, ave we to do? Is it not apparent
that this administration is now more intent
upon securing the approaching Presidential
election than the suppression of the rebellion?

He knows that there
was a battle; but he does not know how many
troops we had engaged there; he does mnot
know the order in which the several corps of
our army arrived on the fleld, though he pre-
tends to tell; he does not know the positions
given to our corps as they came up; be does
not know how eur line of battle was formed;
and he does not know what corps went In on
the left of the Third corps on Thurtday after-
noon, and so came in for the dreadfully bard
part of that day’s fight. From this it seems
that be knows very little about the battle; and
yet he nssumes to speak ps to what “nearly
proved fatal,” Buch a charge should, perhaps,
not be received as a creditable imputation
against General Sickles; bul we are not sure
that that soldier does not owe It to a well
earned reputation to demand s court of in-
quiry.

Tuw Brookapk or tux PARK—AN ADMONI-
Tion To e Crovoy Aquepvor Boasn.—We bave
received w;-ntsdly. from some of our mosi re-
apectable citizens, including many ladies, com-
wunications complaining in bitter terma of

paases the southerly and partionlprly the Fifsh
syenue entrances 1o the prk.  So urgent
wero 8ome of the ¢omplaints that we despatohed
a reporter to the objectionable locality, and his
impressions are given in anotber column. It
appears that the griovances complained of me-
tually exist, and that a corrective is demanded,
and it should be applied as promptly as
poesible.

The preseat aystem of Inying the water maing
seoms to ocoupy toe much ground at one
time, liore is an extent of aomo eight blocks,
through the inaiu and most elegant avenue in
the city to the Park, in which the.street has
been excavated, and bot a few sections of the
pipe laid, lesving all the balance of the space
filled with rubbish, blocks of rock and stone
and hoaps of gravel and dirt, rendering a pas-
suge by thut thoroughfare fo the chief souther-
ly Park entrance almost a matter of impossi-
bility with any idoea of personal comfort or of
the safety of a vehiele. This route being prac-
tically closed, vehicles and equestriaus going
to the ark seek otber uvonues, and through
mnd sometimes knee deap they finally manago
to get inside, and the mnud becomes more and
more “verdant” and of greater depth and cohe-
siveness with the passnge of every vehiclo.

This plun of laying water pipes and of dis-
turbing spublic thorougbfares is all wrong.
It is true it is common to Ameriean oities, and
might be called an * American institution'
were it not essentinlly an American nufsance.
But such a thing would not be tolerated in
European capitals. There, either a now and
convenient avenue is opened to public grounds
when it is necessary to close a main one for re-
pairs or any other purpose, or the repairs
upe go rvegular and gradual that vehicles
are not at all inconvenienced, no more than is
the transit of a railway ocar upon o well estab-
lished rond because a few rails happen to be
out of place or out of order and require re-
placing. Why cannot the same plan be adopt-
ed here? In Burope it would be deemod
almost as outrageous to close up for months the
main avenue to the principal pleasure ground
ol alarge city as it would be in America 10
stop o railway train to repair a damnge that
bhad long been forescen. There would be no
help for o railway corporation thut should be
guilty of exhibiting such n want of” foresight
and prudence in tdis couniry. Then why
aliould our prineipal thoroughfares be blocked
up with not so good a renson to explain it? The
fact is, it is owing to a waunt ol the exercize of
proper vigilance on the part of the chief par-
ties who have the business in hand. In this
case the inconvenience is elearly chargeable
to the Croton Aqueduct Board, who have
aliowed the work to progresa in the manner it
has elther from ignoranca of its peculiar cha-
racter or because they are wilfully blind to the
inconvenienoe it brings upon our citizens,
Why Is not the work divided into shortsections,
80 that one may be completed before another
ja commenped? Why is nol s passable road-
way furnished upon pither one side or the
other of the excavations in Fifth avenue?
Why fe or guards be
placed along this roadway, the roocks and

‘boulders removed, and at least one tole-

rably passable avenue be allowed to our
city's great boast, the Imperial Park? Above
all, why do not the proper authorities look Into
the matter themselves, and if it is sscertained
that the Oroton Board is blamable, turn them
out, or 80 riddle the Board of incompelent or
indifferent members, snd supplying it with bet-
ter men, as to make it more alive to the intereats
and the convenience of our citizens and to
the prosperity of our city? The millions and
millions paid and to bo paid by our taxpayers
for beautifying the Park and for rendering the
approaches to it convenient and comlortableg|
as well as gay and elegant, demand that the
grievances now complained of should be speedi-
ly answered and remedied.

Vorvsteerino Commirres.—The Supervisors’
Volunteering Committee is still progressing
with ite affairs with success. The arrangement
urged upon the War Department from tho first
by the committee, to appoint for its exclusive
use, at its rooms, a mustering in oficer, sur-
geon, &c., has, aftor & month’s cogitation, been
allowed. The importance of this plan.was well
understood by the members of the committee
before they commenced operations, and the
Chairman, Mr. Blunt, and Supervisor Tweed,
went personnlly to Washington in reference to
this very matter, and urged it with all the argu-
mente they could make use of upon the Secre-
tary of War, but without success. After cogi-
tating and eleeping over it for n month, with the
loss to the city of bundreds of men by the
suggestion being ignored, the Secretary Las at
last awakened to its importance and granted
the request asked for, and the plan is found to
work admirably.

Now, when a reeruit is brought in, he steps
immediately before the Provost Marshal and
the surgeon, and is examined, and the necessary
enrolment papers are made out. He then goes
before Mr. Biunt, shows his documents, receives
kis bounty money of three hundred dollars, is
let down into the basement, encased in soldier’s
garb, and thus has become, in the course of a
few moments, a soldier of the Union, and is
marched off to Riker's Island.

But while the plan works admirably and
saves a vast deal of inconvenience and trouble,
and insures security of the men, It bas been ac-
companied by sn order from General Hays
which,while it prevents some of the soldiers, per-
haps, from being defrauded of a portion of their
bounty money, seneibly interferes with the pro-
curement of men, by driving the brokers or
sgents out of the busineds. That sume of these
agents are rogues there Id no doubt. The man-
nor in which Bupervicor Blunt bas brought
several of them up before Lim and compelled
them to rge their fll-gotten gains is suff-
clent of this. Bul, although an evil,
these brokers seem {0 be a necessary one. Very
few men will come in of their own accord and
enlist mllltll‘liy They require to be hunted
up, sought ont and brought In. AR this the
agonts are adepts, and are wonderfully succoss-
fal. DBut they are like a great many otbers who
could be named-—great spaculators, and will not
work unless they can make money out of it
This many of them did by making their own

bargains with the recruits, hiring them to go,
somo g low a8 two bundred dollars, some for
two bundred and fifty &nd two bundred sod
-nurln &ec., taking the balance of
three bundred a8 Wheir foo. Thia of

the mua snd rubbish blockade Lhat enbb'u-{

oourss, was never ssnctioned by the committee
or its sbhirman; but it was effected through the
intimate connection existing between the agenl
snd the recruit.,

The od”dwmm I‘"'" this, sna
reauests U3 oommittee to pay the bounty di-
rectly info the hands of the recruit after he is
mustered fn, The broker, of course, oan see no
move of him. Henoe they stom generally to have
struck, and bave probably all gone into Will
street, where they can fleece the bulls and
bears to their hearts’ content, Thus, while the
order of General Hays is most excellent in it-
self, so for as saving the bounty money to the
soldior, it astonishingly reducea the number of
men received. If it belps onone hand, it on
the gther sensibly affecls volunteering. About
every class of business curried on in this com-
munity is done through & broker, whetber buy-
ing & box of segars, a ton of coal or a hundred
sliares of atock, aud the Bupervisors’ Committee
have discovered that the volunteering business
is no exceplion to the rule,

But many of these agents or brokers are truly
houest and bonoruble men, snd will doubtless
contivue faithfully in the business for the suke
of the fixed premium of the government of ar-
toen dollars for every mew recruit brought in
for an old regiment, and twenty-five dollara for
an experienced soldier.

Now thut the committee have plenty of
money, the best rosults are looked for, and a
draft, if powssible, will be prevented.

Tuk GenMay Orera v New Yonuw.—We are
sorry to hear that the experiment of giving
German Opera in our Academy of Music has
proved a failure.
